Os l i on , whose 
recorvl a* s public instructor ami princi­
pal secured fur h im lint reeiigagi'itiont by 
a unanimous vol* of ths Livingston school 
board. This city lias just cause to he 
pro.i.l of her free public school institu­
tions. Few cities in the stute < a l i boast 
of better educational facilit ies vouchsafed 
the rising general ion. Wi th three com­
modious school t iui l i l ingt antl a corps of 
competent teachers, Livingston lays claim 
to being one of the recognised educa­
tional centers of M o l i l a l i a . Professor 
Ostien w i l l be assisted in his school work 
by Misses Mcl tu i inot t , George. Stevens, 
Conway. lUackiuer , Slater aud Mrs. 
Glenn . 

There have been more violent deaths 
wi thin the past few months in Living­
ston and its Immediate vicinity than usu­
ally falls to the lot of cities of twice iho 
population. Accidents of a fa ta l natiiro 
hereabout* appear to have beroinn epi­
demic, l ike an infectious disease. Wi th in 
three months three persons have been 
dragged to death l>y sailillo horses, and 
what may prove to !>• the fourth vict im 
is lying at his home in this city in a state 
of partial consciousness. L ist Thursday 
evening while F rank Vaughn, a Ill-year-
old son of Mrs . Scott Delauey, was r iding 
a horse at the Kuhrman ranch on tho 
upper Yellowstone, he was throw n off and 
dragged about :•') yards, his foot having 
caught in the st irrup strap. The lad was 
picked up in a bruised and unconscious 
condition and brought to this city. He is 
suffering from concussion of the bra in , 
and although he has had moments of 
semi consciousness, ho has not spoken n 
word since the accident occurred. The 
fact of his having lived H O many hours in 
his present state leads the attending 
physician to place the patient's chances 
of life and death at about an even ratio. 

Eleanor, the 7-year-old daughter of M r . 
and Mrs. Thomas Carter, had a narrow 
••rape from a violent death at the fami ly 
ranch residence, a few miles south of the 
city last Thursday evening. A horse used 
in snaking logs had strayed a l i ttle dis­
tance from the place where men were en­
gaged in constructing a log grauerv. and 
the little g i r l went after the an ima l . As 
she approached, the horse k icked, landing 
on her forehead and cu l l ing a long gash 
which laid bare the frontal bone. The 
child was picked up and conveyed to a 
doctor's office in this city. It was feared 
at first that her s k u l l hail Keen fractured, 
hut an examination showed only u scalp 
wound and the gash was closed by taking 
a half dosen stitches. The kick was given 
with sufficient force to have crushed ti e 
skull and caused instant death, but 
happily It was a glancing blow, the little 
girl being just barely within reaching dis­
tance. Had the child been the least hit 
closer to the animal ' s hoels, the whole top 
of his bead would undoubtedly have been 
kicked off.
